Venereal disease defense is 
a job for every man and 
woman in America. But it 
is a job for them at home— 
in their own communities. 
The Federal Government 
knows this. Steps have 
already been taken to help 
communities solve the prob- 
lem. The Army, the Navy, 
and the Public Health Serv- 
ice have made a working 
agreement with State health 
departments to fight vene- 
real disease. The plan tells 
what should be done in 
areas where armed forces or 
national defense employees 
are concentrated. Make it 
your business to check up 
on what your town is doing.

eS Find venereal disease. To control 
syphilis and gonorrhea, infected people must 
first be found. Finding venereal disease 
requires trained personnel, clinics for exam- 
ining people, laboratories for blood tests, the 
cooperation of private physicians. 

The Army and Navy take care of finding 
venereal disease among enlisted men. It is 
your town’s job to see that any civilian can get 
a blood test and physical examination. This 
is especially important for young people, 
because the majority of new venereal disease 
cases occur among young adults. 


Does your town provide funds for finding 
venereal disease? 


4 Treat venereal disease. Control of 
venereal disease depends upon treating in- 
fected persons in the early stages of their 
disease. Only when a sick person is under 
treatment is that source of infection cut off 
from healthy men and women. Physicians, 
nurses, clinics, laboratories, and drugs are 
necessities. 

Treatment in the armed forces is the task of 
the Army and Navy. Infected civilians and

defense employees must depend upon the 
physicians and health authorities of your town. 


Does your health department have the 
funds and personnel to provide treat- 
ment? To assist private physicians? 


a Follow up venereal disease. Patients 
under treatment got their disease from someone 
else. It is not enough to treat only those who 
come of their own accord. You must find the 
ones who gave them their disease. They, too, 
must be examined and treated. Patients who 
will not cooperate must be made to do so, 
even if it means confining them under the law. 

The Army and Navy will tell your local health 
department where to find the people who have 
given venereal disease to enlisted men. Your 
health authorities must cooperate by reporting 
to military authorities when they discover that 
enlisted men have been in contact with infected 
civilians. This job requires trained workers. 


Does your town provide funds for skilled 
follow-up work? 


Pee Prevent venereal disease. Prostitu- 
tion is the most serious threat to venereal 
disease control. No town can entirely regulate 
the private lives of citizens. But any town can 
reduce the risk of venereal disease by taking 
strong action against prostitution. If your 
town does its part in repressing prostitution,

there will be fewer chances for healthy people 
to catch syphilis or gonorrhea. 

Your local police department is responsible 
for repressing prostitution. The Army, Navy, 
Public Health Service, and your State health 
department will cooperate—but the job is up 
to your town. 


Are the authorities in your town meeting 
the challenge of prostitution? 


= Teach the facts. Men and women who 
know the facts about venereal disease are 
better able to protect themselves and others. 
They should know how syphilis and gonorrhea 
are caught . . . how the diseases are detected 
and treated . . . how to prevent infection .. . 
and what to doif they think they have one of 
these diseases. Your town should use every 
possible means of getting this information to the 
public, especially to young people. 


Is there an active venereal disease 
education program in your town? 


Te Cooperate. Venereal disease defense is 
a “home front’’ job for every town in the 
United States. It is not a job for your health 
department alone, for your police, schools, 
churches or clubs alone. It is everybody’s 
job. It means the cooperation of every group, 
every agency... pooling all resources that can 
be used to fight venereal disease in your town. 
Most of all, it requires your support—the 
active interest of every citizen.
